Chapter 92, Section 36 of the Revised Statutes, 1954. 


”“ Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting noti- 
fications in some public place in Town, or shall notify them in 
such other ways as the Town at its annual meeting directs, to 
make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they are possessed on the first day of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, 
or any non-resident owner after being reasonably requested 
thereto by the Assessors does not bring in such lists, he is hereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors, or the 
County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he 
offers such list with his application and satisfies them that he 
was unable to offer it at the time appointed. The request upon 
non-resident owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
method that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”

“This ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of 
any legal town meeting when such amendment is published in 
the warrant calling for the meeting. 

“This ordinance shall take effect as soon as the Town votes 
to enact it.”

“An ordinance to promote the health, safety and general 
welfare of the Town of Wilton and to provide for the protection 
and maintenance of public property in the Town by regulating 
the manner of use of the Wilton Town Dump located adjacent to 
the Munson Road, so-called, between land of Theda Davis heirs 
and land of Leigh Corey. 
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“The Board of Selectmen shall designate and post plainly 
the hours during the day, not less than twelve, for the dump 
to be open to the public, and no person shall enter the dump 
except during those hours. 

“No person who is not a resident of Wilton shall leave 
rubbish of any kind on the dump. 

“No person shall leave rubbish of any kind, other than 
junk motor vehicles, at any place on the dump site except over 
the bank on the pile where rubbish has already accumulated. 

“No person shall leave junk motor vehicles at any place on 
the dump site except such areas as the Board of Selectmen shall 
designate and plainly mark for such use. 

“No person shall discharge any firearm on or from the 
dump site. 

“No person shall light any fire on the dump site unless he 
has authority to do so from the Board of Selectmen or the Town 
Manager. 

“ Any person who violates any provision of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25.00, to be 
recovered on complaint to the use of the Town.” 

“ This ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of any 
legal town meeting when such amendment is published in the 
warrant calling for the meeting. 

-" This ordinance shall take effect as soon as the Town votes 
to enact it.”

Letter of Transmittal 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Wilton:

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Report of Town Manager 


HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE AND CONSTRUCTION 

State Aid funds were expended on S. A. 7 past the rendenee 
of Elmer Pease, about 1,800 feet constructed. 1965 funds were 
also used on the project, as it has been customary for several 
years to combine two years funds in one project. 

Town Road Improvement funds were expended on the road 
leading from East Wilton to the Jay Town Line, with 1,500 feet 
constructed. The second project started at the end of the tar on 
Walker Hill, continuing .4 mile to Theredon Lidstone’s. Both 
projects will be tarred in 1965. 

6,000 gallons of chemical solution was applied to roadside 
brush on a number of rural roads. This is the second consecu- 
tive season that application has been made, covering the greater 
part of the town road mileage. There are some isolated sections 
to be picked up in 1965. 

The wooden deck on the Munson Road bridge was replaced 
with metal bridge plank and paved. The wooden planking 
would not sustain the traffic that this bridge now carries. 

15 tons of calcium chloride was applied to gravel roads 
for dust control. 

Wooden bridges on back roads have been kept posted for 
5 ton load limit. 

Ten feet was added to the boat ramp at the foot of Wilson 
Lake. | 

Wilson Stream bridge at East Wilton was replaced with a 
modern concrete and steel structure, town paying 40% of the 
cost, which will be maintained by the State. A section of the 
road between the bridge and U. S. 2 was built with Special 
State Aid funds. 

Due to the lack of snow in February and March, the high- 
way crew had time to cut a large amount of trees and brush 
along the town ways, particularly where it grew close to the 
highway and interfered with winging back snow. 
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TARVIA 

25,995 gallons of asphalt and 12,400 gallons of tar were 
purchased. 5,000 gallons of tar was used for mixing patch. 
The rest of the material was used in mulch, penetration and 
seal coat work. Tarvia was applied to sections of the following 
roads for the first time: Allen Street, Magrath Road, and Munson 
Road. 

There are currently 7.80 miles of town roads that are tarred, 
and is increasing approximately one mile per year. 9.61 miles 
of town streets are tarred and maintained by the town. Main 
Street and sections of Weld and Depot Streets are maintained 
by the State. 


SIDEWALKS 

No sidewalk construction was undertaken during the year, 
but repairs were made where needed. 

At the close of the year there is $2,805.32 available in the 
R. C. Fuller Sidewalk Fund, with about $950.00 income to be 
added in 1965. The Selectmen on September 9, 1964 voted 
that a sidewalk be constructed on High Street from the School 
Street intersection to Weld Street, work to commence as early 
in the spring as weather conditions permit. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 

The appropriation for New Construction was used in con- 
junction with the Town Road Improvement work on the road 
leading from East Wilton to the Jay Town Line, on the Walker 
Hill Road, and 1,000 feet constructed on the Munson Road past 
Frary’s Mill. 


WINTER HIGHWAYS 

Due to the lack of the usual amount of snow for the 1963-64 
winter, an unusually large balance of $16,641.06 was avail- 
able at the start of the 1964-65 winter. Plowing has been less 
but salt and sanding costs have exceeded last year; however, 
the year ended with an unexpended balance of $4,949.51. 

1,400 feet of snow fence and 100 stakes were purchased, 
making a total of 11,200 feet snow fence erected in the fall. 
1,500 yards sand mixed with 60 tons salt was stockpiled for 
the current winter season. 186 tons of salt has been purchased 
for direct application to town streets and roads as compared 
to 122 tons last year. 
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TOWN GARAGE AND EQUIPMENT 

A 40’ x 64’ addition was made to the rear of the Town 
Garage at a total cost of $7,280.15. There is now ample 
storage for four school busses and nine pieces of highway equip- 
ment. 

No new vehicles were purchased this year. $5,000 was 
raised for this purpose, but at a special town meeting, $2,000.00 
of this amount was transferred to purchase land for a town 
dump. There is currently available $3,000.00 for new equip- 
ment, with an article in the warrant asking for $3,000.00, mak- 
ing $6,000.00 available. It should be given consideration in 
1965 to trade the 1956 GMC 4 x 4 and 1951 plow for a new 
unit, also trading the 1948 Case sidewalk tractor for a new unit. 

A mobile two-way. radio system was installed in November. 
The following personnel or departments have sets: Fire Chief, 
Police, Town Manager, Fire Department 3, Highway Department 
5. Base station located at the Town Garage, remote control at 
Town Office. The total cost of the system was $6,643.67. The 
Water Company reimbursing the town for one set and 10% of 
the cost of the base station. The firemen contributing $813.76, 
with State Civil Defense contributing $2,986.83, leaving 
$2,251.32 paid by the town out of the Town Garage account. 
It is well to note that no town appropriation was required. 


EMERGENCY OPERATING CENTER 

In order to participate in 50-50 matching funds for radio 
equipment, it was necessary that the town provide a shelter for 
the base station with a radiation factor of 100, with the town 
and state each sharing the costs on a 50-50 basis. The cost of 
the shelter was $1,900.00. State Civil Defense donated a nearly 


new 5kw generator to be used for emergency power for the 
shelter and town garage. 


WELFARE 

There were 13 ADC cases at the start of the year, with two 
cases added and seven cases closed leaving eight active cases 
at year end. This is a reversal of the trend of the past few 
years and is most encouraging to have the year end with fewer 
cases. The town contributes 18% of the cost, totaling $1,888.74 
for the year. 

Twelve Town Poor cases were assisted during the year, with 
six active at year end, all receiving medical assistance, they 
being elderly people in nursing or boarding homes. Slightly 
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over $3,000.000 was expended in this account; all but $250.00 
was paid on medical bills for the aged. 

Five State Poor cases were assisted, one currently active by 
reason of unemployment. 

Five Non-Resident poor cases were assisted, one currently 
assisted by providing medical assistance. 


TAX LIENS 

At the beginning of the year there was $307.26 due on 
1962 Tax Liens which were all paid before the expiration date. 
There are currently four unpaid 1963 Tax Liens amounting to 
$202.53 which are due to expire September, 1965. 


TAXES 

Collections were down this year as $5,503.43 remained 
unpaid as compared to $2,838.26 last year. Total collections 
amounted to 98.2% of the commitment. 


CEMETERIES 

In 1963 weeds were eradicated in a small area of the 
Lakeview Cemetery. This experiment proved so successful that 
the entire cemetery was sprayed this year, resulting in nearly 
100% eradication of unsightly dandelion, hawkweed, and fall 
dandelion. Weed growth will eventually return by seeding, but 
will be several years before it will be necessary to spray again. 

The new section of the Lakeview Cemetery had never been 
surveyed and laid out in lots. This work has been done, the 
plan on file at the Town Office, and iron pins set. 

Asphalt was applied to several of the Lakeview Cemetery 
roads, which now are all in good condition 

The fence was repaired and painted at the Intervale Ceme- 
tery. . 

The usual maintenance of town cemeteries was carried out 
by a crew under the direction of Richard Shorey.

This year some sub-primary children living on Route 4 be- 
tween Wilton and East Wilton are conveyed to East Wilton to 
relieve the enrollment at Primary. Next year tentative plans 
are to convey East Wilton sub-primary to Wilton and transfer 
the Remedial Class with Mrs. Heath to East Wilton. 


REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 

Major items this year have been painting the Central and 
Dryden Schools (about $1,500.00), replacement of the oil burner 
at Central (over $400.00), new fencing at Central and Primary 
and work on grounds at all schools (about $1,800.00), and new 
pupil seating units at the Junior High School (over $600.00). 

Needs for 1965 include re-tarring school grounds, renewal 
of front steps at Central, exterior painting of the East Wilton 
School, some interior painting at several schools, replacement 
of the old boiler and conversion to oil at East Wilton, installation 
of a large fuel storage tank at Central, and some additional 
pupil desks and chairs for lower grades. 
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FINANCES AND BUDGET 

The Financial Statement shows total balances of $3,995.08 
and one overdraft of $384.07 in Medical Protection, leaving a 
net balance of $3,611.01. 

The 1965 Budget, following the Financial Statement, shows 
the needed appropriations for the ensuing year compared to 
1964. For elementary schools the total amount requested from 
the town is the same as last year, as shown briefly below: 


Budget 1964 1965 
Total Elementary $188,533 00 $196,683 00 
Credits Applied 75,233 00 83,383 00 
Town Appropriation $113,000 00 $113,000 00 


The Budget includes salary increases, required in large 
measure by the state schedule and more in the repairs and 
equipment accounts in view of the amount of work necessary. 
According to state figures the subsidy for general purpose aid 
will be increased to the extent that the added revenue will be 
enough to require no increase in town funds. 

The requested appropriation for the school bus account is 
_ the same as last year to allow replacement of the 1956 G.M.C. 
by next September. This bus has served ten years and the cost 
of upkeep as well as dependability factors indicate it should 
be replaced and possibly retained as a spare. The budget does 
not include any request for a new added bus. The number 
in service seems sufficient for the present. 

The town appropriation for secondary tuition is unchanged 
and includes the amount necessary for the contract with Wilton 
Academy and $1,000.00 for students from the Varnum Pond 
area attending Farmington High School. There are presently 
two at Farmington, with the probability of three next Septem- 
ber. The total requested from the town is:

A major physical change was made at Wilton Academy 
this year with the construction of a fine 6 room addition. Among 
the many needed improvements brought about by this addition 
were: 

(1) Alarger and more easily supervised home economics area. 

(2) A much larger library that will accommodate many more 
students and also has room for more book shelves as needed. 

(3) A room for the chorus to use as their own instead of sharing 
the gymnasium. 

(4) A larger typing room. 

(5) A new biology laboratory. 

(6) Ample space to allow for small groups to hold special meet- 
ings, etc., without using the cafeteria. 

Enlargement of the Industrial Arts Shop to over twice its 
original size also brought about several improvements: 

(1) More space is now available and thus more students will 
be able to take Industrial Arts. 

(2) The shop is a much safer area now as the machines are 
spread out more. 

(3) There is ample storage area available. 

(4) A separate room will be available for classroom work. 

(5) A separate finishing room will be available for painting, 
varnishing, etc. : 

Seventeen of last year’s thirty-eight graduates are now 
furthering their education and four others will be starting this 
September. This places Wilton Academy well above the state 
average in the percentage of graduates furthering their edu- | 
cation. 

There are no major curriculum changes at the Academy this 
year. Latin had to be dropped as there were no Latin teachers 
available, but we will now be able to offer French IV to those 
students who wish to study French in greater depth. A personal 
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typing class for college bound students has been started this 
semester,, Two areas to be considered in the future are develop- 
mental reading and adult education. 

The Academy extra curricular program is again well- 
balanced and well-represented. The many varied activities 
_offer opportunities for everyone. We have an excellent athletic 
program for a school our size and our teams enjoy outstanding 
success even though practically all their competition is against 
larger schools. 

The dramatics program was improved this year by the 
addition of a Three Act Senior Play to the usual One Act plays. 
The public speaking program is again in operation as is the 
Science Fair. The band and chorus are doing their usual fine 
job. The band has an Exchange Concert planned with Hart- 
land Academy, last year’s state of Maine representative to the 
Cherry Blossom Festival. A fairly active Student Council, F.H.A., 
and National Honor Society offer the students an opportunity 
to show leadership and to serve the school. 

During my two years at Wilton Academy, | have found the 
students to be an excellent group. They represent the school 
and the town very well when visiting other schools. They are 
friendly, cooperative, and appreciative of what they have offered 
to them. The faculty and staff are proud to be associated with 
them. 

In closing, | wish to express my gratitude and appreciation 
to everyone who has helped in making this school year a success. 
| particularly want to thank the Executive Committee, the Joint 
Board, and Superintendent Cushing for their continued support 
and excellent cooperation.

Psychologist’s Report 


The past year of 1964 has seen the services offered here 
well used and increasingly understood as to its purpose and 
functions. Occasionally, after three years, we meet people from 
the subscribing towns who are unaware of what is offered here 
and are also unaware of the fact that it is available to them 
without personal fees. 

More and more, however, families are calling to ask for 
psychological diagnosis and help on problems ranging from 
marriage and child rearing to anxieties of all kinds. While this 
is encouraging, it does mean that less time is given within the 
schools in order that all ages may avail themselves of the serv- 
ices. 

Dr. Reuben Leitman, M.D. has continued in a part-time ca- 
pacity as a psychiatric consultant. We are presently hoping 
that more funds can be obtained in the near future to extend 
these valuable psychiatric services; also to add a part-time 
social worker. 

From January, 1964 to January, 1965 a total of 356 chil- 
dren and 280 adults were seen; many of these people for 
weekly visits over a period of several months. From the town 
of Wilton, 34 children and 33 adults requested and received 
psychological services.

The Fire Department was called for approximately the same 
number of times as in prior years. There were two forest fires 
on the Weld Road, little damage resulting, no buildings endan- 
gered. 


Several minor fires started in the woods adjacent to the old 
town dump, caused from burning on windy days. Also, a few 
minor fires at the new dump, but with a caretaker, they were 
quickly reported and brought under control. 


Most of the fires were minor, but the major fire of the 
year was at Hale’s on Walker Hill. With the help of the North 
Jay and East Dixfield Fire Departments, the house and shed were 
saved. 


A two story addition was constructed at the Fire Station, 
providing space for one vehicle, and an outside stairway to 
the second floor, toilet facilities and storage space on the second 
floor for the Scouts. There are currently about 100 Girl Scouts 
meeting at Firemen’s Hall several afternoons and evenings each 
week. 


Firemen’s Hall has been rewired and new fluorescent fix- 
tures installed, replacing the incandescent lights which have im- 
proved the lighting. A new entrance has been installed and 
necessary changes in wiring to eliminate overloaded circuits. 


The furnace was not operating efficiently, failing to provide 
sufficient heat. It was recommended that a larger burner be 
installed, which has been done, increasing the pressure and is 
now providing ample heat. 


The American LaFrance and Ford Tank trucks are equipped 
with two-way radio. Also the Water Company purchased a set 
which is installed in their pickup truck and is available to the 
Fire Department when needed. A walkie talkie set was also 
purchased to be used primarily at forest fires, but can be of 
use at any type of fire.

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Report of Town Manager 


Highway Maintenance and Construction 

No State Aid Road was constructed this year as the 1965 
funds were expended with the 1964 funds last year. 

With less construction this year, more attention was given 
to maintenance during the summer. Several dirt roads were 
ditched and graded, culverts installed where needed. Unim- 
proved or dirt roads are maintained during the summer only. 
Several gravel roads were ditched to improve the drainage, as 
well as a number of streets. 

Program of controlling roadside brush was continued. This 
was the third year in succession that this program was carried 
out. Thirty gallons of chemical were used. This method is by 
far the cheaper when compared to hand cutting, as for example, 
re-growth is considerably retarded. 


Sidewalks 

In September 1964 it was voted by the Selectmen to use the 
funds from the R. W. Fuller Sidewalk Fund to construct a side- 
walk on High Street from School Street to Weld Street. However, 
due to legal technicalities, it was impossible to do any work on 
this project this year. 


New Construction 

Funds were used to extend Sunset Avenue and to construct 
from Sunset Avenue to the residence of Robert Franchetti. The 
balance of the appropriation was used in conjunction with Town 
Road Improvement Funds to complete construction of the road 
to the residence of John Black. 

A special appropriation was used to reconstruct a 600 foot 
section of Allen Street. 

Town Road Improvement Funds were used to construct the 
remaining 975 feet of the Munson Road. On the Back Road 
south of East Wilton, 925 feet were constructed past the Merle 
McBean residence, and 2,700 feet from the Munson Road inter- 
section towards the residence of John Black. 
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Winter Highways 

In writing a report on snow removal it must be remembered 
that due to the fiscal year ending January 31st, the report 
covers the last half of last winter and the first half of this winter. 
Snow removal expenses totaled $8,429.81 from February 1, 1965 
to the end of the snow season. Expenditures from October to 
the end of January total $17,567.36. You will note an over- 
draft in this account. Last town meeting the appropriation was 
cut $2,000.00, coupled with increased costs this fall resulting in 
the overdraft. 

1,750 yards of sand was stockpiled, 250 yards more than 
a year ago. 203 tons of salt were purchased for direct applica- 
tion to streets and roads. This compares to 186 tons last year 
and 122 tons two years ago. 

After preparations were made for winter, several days were 
spent trucking gravel on rural roads. 


Welfare : 
A total of 22 cases were assisted, 12 Town, 4 State and 
6 Non-Resident. Reasons for assistance furnished: Unemploy- 
ment 2, for one month last winter; disability 4; separation 7; 
medication for Old Age Assistance cases in nursing and boarding 
home 8; ADC supplemental aid 1. 

At the close of the year there are 7 active cases, 6 of which 
are medical, and 1 ADC. 

$1,338.12 was expended for the Town’s share for ADC 
cases. This represents 18% of the total cost, the other 82% is 
shared between the state and federal government. 


Tax Liens 

At the beginning of the year $202.53 was due on 1963 
tax liens which were all paid by the expiration date of Septem- 
ber 30th. On March 31, 1965, the 1964 tax liens totaling $862.29 
were filed. Of this amount $565.25 has been paid leaving eight 
liens outstanding totaling $297.04 which will expire September 
30, 1966. 


Cemeteries 

In addition to the usual mowing and trimming, stones were 
straightened and a number of broken stones cemented in the 
Lakeview, Weld Street and Intervale Cemeteries. 


ee 
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In the spring of 1964, the Lakeview was sprayed to eradi- 
cate dandelion and hawkweed. A very small re-growth was 
noted during the year, not from old plants, but seed from the 
previous growth. 

Two rotary mowers and a trimming mower were purchased 
to replace worn equipment. 

300 yards of loam was trucked from the town owned 
Chandler property to the Lakeview to be used in grading lots 
next year. 

Maintenance was in charge of Leo Jamison, with Richard 
Shorey serving as sexton. 


Town Garage and Equipment 

A sidewalk plow was purchased replacing the 1946 Case 
tractor. The tractor motor broke down which would have re- 
sulted in an expensive overhaul. In consideration of the age 
and condition of the machine, it was deemed to be to the ad- 
vantage of the town to trade. The machine purchased is a 
demonstrator model, four wheel drive, constructed expressly for 
sidewalk plowing. It is equipped with both a one-way and V- 
plow. | 

A one ton roll was purchased in late fall for sidewalk work 
next year. It is a three year old machine in very good condition 
and cost 50% of the price of a new machine. 

A mobile radio was purchased for the 1956 GMC 4 x 4. 
Civil Defense contributed 50% of the cost. The Highway Depart- 
ment is now fully radio equipped. 

The purchase of this equipment was made out of the Town 
Garage operating funds leaving the original $6,000.00 appro- 
priated the past two years still available in 1966.

Garage inventory consisting of parts, supplies and tools is 
valued at $10,000.00. 


Consideration should be given in 1966 toward trading the 
1956 GMC 4 x 4 for new truck and plow. Also the Cat D7 dozer 
is getting to the condition where it can give out any time. The 
undercarriage is well worn. A dozer is a necessary item of 
equipment to have, but when it comes to replacing the present 
machine, a much smaller size will be just as practical.

REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 


Major new items this year have been replacement of the 
heating system at the East Wilton School and change-over to 
oil, new front steps and installation of a large fuel storage tank 
at Central, overhead projector at Central and television at the 
Junior High. 

Needs to be considered for 1966 include completion of 
venetian blind installation at Central, painting East Wilton School, 
and renovation of floors and ceilings at Primary. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


Two Federal programs to assist schools deserve mention: 
the National Defense Education Act, which has. been operative 
for several years, and the Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act which is new. 

The audio-visual equipment (television and overhead pro- 
jector) for the elementary schools as well as equipment for 
Wilton Academy, have been procured through NDEA with one- 
half reimbursement of funds. 
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Two project proposals under the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act Title | for the second semester of this school year 
were submitted and approved. One project involving a helping 
teacher and provision of teaching aids at the East Wilton School 
amounts to about $2,250.00, and a second project involving 
additional equipment and machines for the industrial arts area 
at Wilton Academy amounts to about $3,400.00. Funds re- 
ceived for these projects must be expended as outlined in the 
proposals by the end of this school year. 

Under Title 2 of the Act there will be some money available 
to Wilton for library books when the State formulates its plan. 
The amount will probably be around $1,000.00. 

Under Title I funds still available amount to about $7,000.00 
if expenditure for an approved project can be made prior to 
September 1. Consideration will be given to an eight-week sum- 
mer session for disadvantaged children who will be entering the 
Junior Primary next fall. This would be similar to the Head 
Start program with the same procedure involved except that 
we would attempt to enroll about 20% of those scheduled to 
begin school this next school year. Such a program would 
involve a director, probably two teachers, and other needs, such 
as conveyance, janitorial work, health inspections, and lunches. 
If such a project can materialize, all available funds allotted to 
Wilton will be utilized. 

The Neighborhood Youth Corps, a separate program, offer- 
ing employment to a number of in-school youth, is in operation 
at Wilton Academy. 


FINANCES AND BUDGET 


The Financial Statement shows balances of $15.29 in Re- 
pairs, $147.56 in Equipment, $888.87 in Insurance, $35.85 in 
Handicapped, $478.70 in Secondary Tuition, $187.23 in Medical 
Protection; and an overdraft of $984.17 in Elementary School 
Maintenance. Subtracting the overdraft from balances, leaves a 
net balance of $769.33 in school funds. 

The Budget includes salary increases, required in large 
measure by the State Schedule, some additional for substitute 
teachers, and the Repairs Account is increased to allow for reno- 
vation of floors and ceilings at Wilton Primary. 

In order to improve the elementary curriculum the Commit- 
tee has included in the budget an added teacher for remedial 
reading and, if possible to introduce, elementary French to Track 
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| pupils at Wilton Junior High; some increase in the amount for 
textbooks to provide materials for Creative Art in Grades I-VI; 
and an amount of $2,000.00 to provide needed library books, 
especially at Central School. All of these curriculum improve- 
ments will approximate $5,000.00 in 1966. 

The total school operational budget, including $135,000.00 
for Wilton Academy tuition is $346,324.00 compared to 
$321,033.00 in 1965. In 1965, $116,000.00 in State subsidy 
was applied to anticipated credits; and in 1966, subsidy credits 
of $155,000.00 have been deducted, resulting in $39,000.00 
more credits in 1966, and a reduction in appropriation requests 
of $7,500.00 from the town.

Major improvements at the Academy this past year have 
been the addition of one more teacher and the partitioning off 
of a classroom and a finishing room in the industrial arts area. 


The additional faculty member, Mr. Lemieux, teaches bi- 
ology with a great deal of laboratory experiences. This pro- 
vides the students the opportunity to do many things they were 
not able to do before. It also allows Mr. Parsons to divide his 
chemistry classes into two divisions and thus provide them with 
a much better learning situation. 


The new classroom in the shop will enable Mr. Barron to 
have a quieter and neater place for the classroom phase of his 
program. The finishing room will provide a place for the stu- 
dents to paint, varnish, etc. their projects without dust, and dirt 
from the rest of the shop activities getting on them. 


In addition, over $3,000.00 worth of new equipment has 
been added to the shop from Federal Government funds. Items 
purchased with this money are: Milling Machine, 10” Metal 
Lathe, Power Hack Saw, Speedi-Melt Furnace, 10” Radial Saw, 
Metal Bench with Machinist Vises. 


Since our accreditation runs out in February, 1967, we were 
re-visited this year so as to give us a year to correct any areas 
that were required by this committee. The visit was very thor- 
ough and with a few minor requirements, we should be re- 
accredited by February, 1967. A complete, written report of the 
visitation will be sent to us later this spring. 


Again this year, | would like to thank you, the citizens of 
Wilton, for your continued interest in education and in Wilton 
Academy. | also wish to take this opportunity to express my 
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gratitude and appreciation to all those who have helped make 
this school year a success. | particularly want to thank the 
Trustees, the Joint Board, the Executive Committee, and Superin- 
tendent Cushing for their help and support.

To the Citizens of the Town of Wilton: 


During the past year | attended and made a record of the 
votes cast at the Annual Town Meeting on March 1, 1965, the 
Special State Election on November 2, 1965, and the Special 
Town Meeting on November 22, 1965. These involved the keep- 
ing of 35% pages of Town Records and the administering of | 
oaths of office to 39 elected and appointed Town Officials. Other 
activities of the Town Clerk’s Office were the filing of 662 Finan- 
cing Statements and 17 Termination Statements in conformity 
with the new Uniform Commercial Code which went into effect 
on December 31, 1964, and the usual issuance of resident and 
non-resident hunting and fishing licenses, dog and kennel li- 
censes, copies of vital statistics,, marriage licenses, Christmas 
Tree permits, rabies tags, burial-transit permits, victualers li- 
censes and other licenses and permits, and the recording of 
births, deaths, marriages and fetal deaths as required by law. 
A number of miscellaneous documents such as pole location 
permits, water main location permits, assignments of wages, 
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and petitions have been received and filed in my office. All 
monies due the State and Town for licenses were paid when 
due and have been accounted for and receipts for same have 
been received. 


Dog Licensing Law 
The new law pertaining to the Licensing of Dogs states that 
“ On or before the first day of January of each year, the owner 
or keeper of any dog 4 months old or older shall apply to the 
town clerk ... for a license ’’. This change in the date has 
caused some confusion among dog owners. Most owners of 
dogs in Wilton have responded well to the new law with over 
75% of all dogs being licensed to date.

1965 


Again, in our sixth report, we wish to thank all clubs, organi- 
zations and individuals who have donated 75 books and money 
for books. 

Our circulation has increased this year with 8,602 adult 
fiction, 1,144 non-fiction, and 5,873 junior books for a total of 
15,619. Magazine circulation totalled 708. 

There were 320 books placed on the shelves, including the 
75 donated, and 75 old books were discarded. 

Academy students have used the library for research and 
study. One table has been used for Hall essay papers. During 
Library Week the committee showed an exhibit of Joe Knowles’ 
pictures, paintings and craft. Refreshments were served. 

Thirty-four Primary School children and their teacher visited 
the library in November. Five Cub Scouts also came in January.

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Psychologist’s Report 


| am pleased to submit my fifth annual report for The 
Franklin County Area Family Counseling Services. It is a diffi- 
cult task this year because | am separating from a work which 
has been one of the most challenging and rewarding of any that 
| have done. Starting in September of 1961, the psychological 
services offered from this office, have been welcomed and well 
used by every town. Citizens of all ages and with all manner 
of problems have come to ask for help ranging from short-term 
evaluations to long-range weekly contacts that might go as long 
as several months or years. 

Our Board of Directors was fortunate in securing the serv- 
ices of Mrs. Marcel Tyrrel who replaces me. She is a certified 
psychologist with an impressive background of study and experi- 
ence. 

As in the past year, we have continued to have Reuben 
Leitman, M.D. as our consultant psychiatrist. Dr. Leitman comes 
for three hours a week and has added much depth and quality 
to our efforts to understand and help troubled people. 

There are plans in the making for an additional psycholo- 
gist to be added here this coming year; paid for by Federal 
Funds. While this will help, it is not as much growth as | had 
hoped to see. We also need a Social Worker and more funds 
for extended Psychiatric Services. At this point, there is ample 
evidence that we must have an increase in staff if people are 
to get the time they really need. 

| would like to express my personal thanks to all those in 
the many towns who have contributed to the success of this 
service. | should especially mention our loyal, dedicated Board 
of Directors; my friend and secretary, Mrs. Marcia Prentiss; and 
Dr. William E. Schumacher (Director of Mental Health Services 
for the State) whose quiet work behind the scenes has been the 
backbone of the whole organization. 

In your town in our fiscal year of July 1, 1964 to July 1, 
1965, 45 adults and 30 children were seen for a total of 433 
conferences. In addition, Dr. Leitman consulted with 3 adults 
and 2 children 28 times.

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Fire Department 


The Fire Department was called for approximately the same 
number of fires in 1965 as in prior years. There was one major 
fire at Wilton Lumber Company, which was brought under con- 
trol with help from Farmington, Jay, East Dixfield, East Wilton, 
and a bulldozer from K & H Foster. 

A small house on Munson Road, owned by Cochran, was 
destroyed by fire. It was not occupied at the time. 

Joe Clark’s residence, near the Town Dump, was also de- 
stroyed by fire. 

The boiler room at Frary Wood Turning was destroyed, but 
we were able to save the main mill. . 

There were some fires in the fields and woods near the 
Town Dump, which were soon brought under control; but there 
were no major forest fires. 

The cars of the firemen are now equipped with flashing 
red lights on front to warn other drivers that it is an emergency 
vehicle going to a fire. They have a special permit which 
authorizes them to have these lights which are to be used in 
emergency only. 

With the $1,000.00 raised last year at Town Meeting, eight 
home alerting radios for the firemen and also a generator for 
sending tone out to the firemen were purchased. The firemen 
can also be alerted from the Water Company truck and a mes- 
sage be given. 

With this year’s $1,000.00, we hope to get at least ten or 
eleven more sets so that about half the firemen can then be 
alerted. 

We responded to two calls to Farmington on building fires, 
one to East Dixfield for a Dixfield fire, and a grass fire for Jay.

The Maine Forest Service requests that the following new 
laws be published that the public may become acquainted of 
what is required. | 
1456-A. Spark arresters on certain equipment. 

No equipment for producing power shall be operated in, 
through or near forest lands unless it is provided with approved 
and efficient spark arresters designed to prevent the escape of 
sparks, carbon deposits or other substances likely to cause fires. 
The operator of equipment not provided with such a spark ar- 
rester or having such a spark arrester which is not in effective 
operating condition shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$100.00 or by imprisonment for not more than 30 days, or by 
both. 

1653. Partial payment of costs of suppressing forest fires. 

Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully or negli- 
gently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, grass or other 
lands or shall willfully fail to take reasonable action to control 
a fire on his own land shall be liable civilly up to a maximum 
of $500.00 of the suppression costs to the State or municipality 
which aids in suppressing the same. 

2436-A. Burning of debris. 

For the purposes of this section “ debris” shall be defined 
as any manufactured product, household rubbish, hay or other 
vegetative accumulations or materials not included in Title 12, 
Section 1551. No person, firm or corporation shall burn debris 
out of doors other than when the ground is covered with snow. 
This section shall not apply to burning in incinerators approved 
by a municipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or forest ran- 
ger; burning at municipally maintained dumps, burning in mu- 
nicipalities wherein ordinances control the time and manner of 
such burning; nor to special burning jobs where a written per- 
mit is provided by the municipal fire chief, town forest fire 
warden or forest ranger. Whoever violates this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$50.00.
